Those 
who cannot provide this latter document must submit to a special

no position to pass the examinations before the 
Qualifications Committee, a body appointed by 
the Non-Jewish Trades Guild, which is thirsting 
to be rid of the Jewish artisan. There is nothing, then, for these 
older men but to hunt out, if they can, documents to prove 
that they had their own. workshops between seven and eight 
years ago, and these documents have to be authenticated by 
the a’oresaid Guild. Worst of all, the artisan is compelled to 
pay a fee of 42 zlotys (£2) before he can receive his craftsment’s card. 
The majority of the Jewish artisans—estimated at no less than 
20,.000—do not command such a sum, and unless they are to be 
thrown into beggary help must be given. The Polish Community 
is making itself responsible for 10,000, but for the remaining half 
help must come from abroad. 


We realise the heavy demands just now upon the Jews of 


various lands. But we do not believe that 
NO TIME this new obligation can be shirked. Let it be 
TO LOSE remembered that the closing of the Jewish work- 


shops will not only pauperise many thousands 
of Jewish families to-day, but undermine the whole future of 
Jewish handicraft in Poland, for the reason that the over- 
whelming majority of the Jewish craft-class has always been 
recruited from among the apprentices trained in the Jewish work. 
shops. The matter is extremely urgent. The last date for the 
legalisation of the workshop is December 5lst next. A speaker at 
the recent meeting of the Deputies proposed that an appeal to 
British Jews should be made thtough the Federation of Jewish 
Relief Organisations and the Federation of Polish Jews, with the 
backing of the Board. He overlooked the Ort, which is already 
grappling manfully with the situation. We suggest that a 
triple appeal be made by all these bodies. Perhaps the Foreign 
Appeals Committee of the Deputics could take the lead in this 
urgent matter, 


One of the chief merits of the International Boycott Conference, 
whose sessions ended last Tuesday, was that 
THE NEW the speakers set down with clarity and dignity 
WACHT AM RHEIN the reasons and the justification for their 
movement. These can be briefly summarised 
as follows: The boycott has not been proclaimed for the love of the 
thing, and it is prosecufed, as Mr. Herbert. Morrison said, with 
neither exultation nor pleasure. Jews did not start the boycott idea 
Their movement was really, in Mr. Untermeyer's words, a counter- 
boycott—the reply to the savage policy of the isolation of the Jew, 
proclaimed on the never-to-be-forgotten April Ist, 1933, and since 
carried out with fiendish persistence and resolution. Our boycott, 
or rather the international boycott, is aimed not at the German 
people, but at rulers who seized power after an election which left 
them inaminority. Its effect would not be to hurt German national 
interests but to help the German people to rid themselves of their 
tyrants if they so wish. It need not affect the trade of the countries 
in which it is practised; rather, as the facts presented by several 
speakers went to show, would it divert German trade to them. And 
finally, its purpose is not the stirring up of war, but the preparation 
of peace by bringing to reason a group of men whose mentality 
is war, whether domestic or external,.and whose actions in the 
military sphere are creating anxiety and alarm, as Wednesday's 
proceedings in Parliament so eloquently testified. In a word the 
boycott is in essence a stand for human rights and dignity as the 
modern mind conceives them. England's: f:ontier may now be on 
the Rhine, but it is not England alone who must keep this anxious 
Wacht am Ithein: “The frontiers of civilisation itself,” cried one of 
the speakers, Dr. Hutchinson, “ are now on the Rhine!”

THE Rev. S. BLOCH (Glasgow) 


We regret to announce the death, at the age of fifty-nine years, 
of the Rev. S. Bloch, M.A., the highly esteemed Minister of the 
Langside Hebrew Congregation, 3 
which occurred at his residence 
on Sunday evening. The deceased, 
who was a member of the Glasgow 
Beth Din, studied as a youth at 
the Slabodka Yeshiva, and on the 
completion of his work there he 
came to this. country to take a 
position with the Aberdeen Con- 
gregation. Subsequently he was 
appointed Minister to the Tredegar 
(South Wales) Hebrew Congrega- 
tion ; and, twenty years ago, he 
became Minister to. the Langside 
Congregation, Cromwell Road, 
Glasgow, and served in that 
capacity until his death. ‘Some 
years ago he was awarded the 
degree of M.A. at Glasgow 
University. He was closely 
identified with the activities of 
the Ezras Torah Society in 
Glasgow, and served as its Chairman for many years. He also 
worked bard to aid Yeshivas which were in need of assistance. 
In his early years Mr. Bloc! was an enthusiastic Zionist, and his 
name had been inscribed in the Golden Book, but latterly he was 
bitterly opposed to the Zionist Movement’s religious policy, and 
became a member of the Agudah Israel. His great Talmudical 
knowledge was respected by learned men in this country and 
abroad, and he was revered by Jews and non-Jews alike for his 
principles, integrity and good nature. 

Ife is survived by his widow, two sons (Mr. M. Bloch, Jews’ 
(‘o'lege, at present Assistant Minister of Golders Green Synagogue, 
and Mr. A. Bloch), four daughters and a brother, the Rev. G. Bloch, 
of London. .He was an uncle of Rabbi Dr, Kirzner, London, the 
Rev. G. Bloch, of Ilford, and the Rev. M. Bloch, of Portsmoutb, and 
a brother of the late Rabbi Bloch, of London. 

The funeral was at the Riddrie Cemetery on Monday, and was 
largely attended...

life of the Central Synagogue, asa very valuable one, and will share the feeling 
of gratitude and appreciation expressed by the Executive Committee. 

The CHAIRMAN referred to Mr. Jacobs’ generosity, and asked the 
Council to express deep appreciation of his very fine offer. 

Dr. N. 8. LUCAS reported that £200 had been received from Mrs. 
Moses in memory of her husband, the late Mr. Samuel Moses, for charitable 
work of the United Synagogue. The money would be invested and used 
by the Bequests and Trusts Committee. The gift would be known as the 
“Samuel Moses Memorial Fund.” He expressed the thanks of the Council 
to Mrs. Moses and also reported that Mr. P. Van Perlstein had sent a gift 
of £30 for the charitable activities of the United Synagogue. Dr, Lucas 
appealed to the Council for the support of the Mutual Aid Fund. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they had acquired a site for the purpose of 
building a new Synagogue at the corner of North Circular Road and 
Kinloss Gardens in North-West London, where the Community was 
growing at an enormous rate. They were grateful to Mr. Winbourne for 
helping them through the difficult negotiations. , 

The purchase was confirmed as was also a recommendation relating to 
silditional staff at Head Office. 

Mr. JOSEPH FREEDMAN presented the work of the Building Committee. 
The CHAIRMAN mentioned that Mr. Freedman and Mr. 8. J. Goldberg had 
been appointed Chairman and Vice-Chairman respectively of the Building 
Committee and paid tribute to their work. 

In regard to the building of the new Hendon Synagogue, the Building 
Committee recommended the Council to depart from the usual practice 
(set out in Byelaw Y.6) of inviting tenders. 

Mr. ARTHUR DAVIS moved that Byelaw Y.6 be rigidly adhered to, 
The Building Committee's recommendation, however, was agreed to. 

Mr. H. W. Forp, F.R.1.B.A., was re-appointed Surveyor to the 
United Synagogue forthe twelve months commencing November Ist, 1954, 
on the same terms and conditions as previously. 

Dr. CHARLES 8. MYERS presented the report of the Visitation 
Committee in the absence of Dr. Dennis Geffen, the Chairman of that 
(Committee. Mr. J. Mendelowitch called attention to the large number 
of Jewish patients in the St. Peter's Hospital, Vallance Road, White- 
chapel. There was a kasher kitchen there but, unfortunately, no Jewish 
cook. The patients were anxions to secure kasher food prepared accord- 

ing to Jewish requirements. He hoped that the Visitation Committee 
would take some steps and succeed in securing a Jewish cook. Mr. M. 
Cash and Mr. M. Schiff supported Mr. Mendelowitch’s remarks, and the 
Visitation Committee was again asked to look into the matter. 

A special report of the District Synagogues Council in regard to the 
revision of the District Synagogues Scheme was presented and adopted. 


United Synagogue Fellowship 

A large gathering of members of the United Synagogue Fellowship 
and their friends attended the celebration “ Social,“ held at the Jewish 
Institute, to mark the opening of the suite of rooms allocated to the 
Fellowship at the Institute. General approval was expressed of the 
excellent equipment and furnishing of the suite. In the course of his 
midress, Dr. kK. Bernstein surveyed the work that had been done hitherto 
in the matter of Services, and Passover, Succoth and Chanucah celebra 
tions. He emphasised that it was not sufficient to guide young minds 
Synagoguewards. Young people needed reminding that they were Jewish 
as well as young; and the new home would provide a workshop for the 
building of that Jewish conscionsness as well as acting as a centre for 
youth activity. Fellowship connoted co-operation and personal service 
the keynote of all that had been done at the Institute. The fortnightly 
lectures would alternate with social functions. A Chanucah celebration 
would be held on Thursday, December 6th. Summer activities, too, 
were, being planned, 

On Monday next, the Rev. Michael Adler, D.S.O., will give a lantern 
lecture on “Jews in England.”

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The German merchant acted as a middleman for goods that were 
actually needed. The Jew, on the other hand, was concerned to 
trade, and it made no difference to him in what he traded. That 
led to the development of the technical structure of trade to an 
extent commensurate with the principle of trade for trade's sake. 
Now, since the goods used for this highly-developed state of trade 
could not always be on hand, it became necessary for the Jewish 
traders to evolve the system of assignment of gouds. Assignment 
of goods means money or some other means of payment. The 
merchant system in the German sense also needs money as a pre- 
requisite of trade. But in this case money is only to be used in 
sound economic balance as between producer and consumer. To 
the Jew, the money problem is something different. The money 
system is to him the pivot of his domination of trade. In this way 
he becomes the economic lord, since a developed economy without 
developed trade is unthinkable. 

~ The second consequence is logically to confer on money a 
value beyond its time or place connection. The result is in practice 
to bring money in all countries to a common denominator so that 
money itself acquires value. Here we have the key to the problem 
why the Jew is foremost in tearing down national boundaries 
in so far as they constitute hindrances to his trading ambitions. This 
development has already started even in agriculture. But it has not 
gone so far as in other branches’ of economic life. I emphasise 
therefore that there are not two economic theories fighting each 
other—the National Socialist against the Liberal—but that there is 
a struggle between the economic conception of two antagonistic 
races for the domination of our people. That is.why the blood 
question is paramount to us National Socialists, and must be made 
the pivot of our political and economic outlook.” 

A subsequent speech of Herr Schuberth, the local peasant leader 
of hempten, in Bavaria, shows that Herr Darré had at least one 
sympathetic listener. He addressed a local peasants’ conference in 
the following terms: ~ We are accustomed, as National Socialists, to 
pay respect to the conception of blood and race. We will 
sacrifice the certain consciousness that the solution of the German 
man is bound up with the solution of the Jewish question.

The Reichsvertretung and the Teachers 


Jews in the State Schools 


The strained relations between the Reichsvertretung. the 
Representative Body of German Jewry, and the Jewish school- 
teachers are now much easier. In the course of an article in the 
JUEDISCHE SCHUL-ZEITUNG, the Jewish School Journal, occurred the 
following passage from the pen of Dr. Adolf Leschnitzer, who is in 
charge ofthe Schools Department of the Reichsvertretung: “The 
Jewish teacher has regained in our present-day life, and we hope 
also for the future, that fine status that he always held in the great 
days of our history. The Reichsvertretung is at one with the Jewish 
teachers of Germany in their faith in the fundamental importance 
of the Jewish schoo!, and as the recognised guardian of the interests 
of German Jewry it desires to be in closest touch with the Jewish 
teachers, inorder toovercome all those difficulties which stillconfront 
us.’ In reply, the Reichsverband of Jewish Teachers’ Organisations, 
published the following statement: “ We welcome the declaration 
of the Rapporteur for school questions in the Reichsvertretung der 
deutschen Juden, and we give every assurance that we shall actively 
assist the Reichsvertretung to expand and consolidate the Jewish 
school system. We also expect, however, from the Reichsvertretung 
that it will not overlook the need of providing for the schools and 
looking after the interests of the teachers. A school able to carry 
on its work requires a qualified body of teachers, and teachers can 
do their work only if they are provided with living conditions which 
correspond to the needs of their work and their worth. Since we

are aware that the Reichsvertretung can grapple with these problems 
only if its work on behalf of German Jewry is backed by the full 
interest and confidence of all German Jewry, we wish to assure the 
Reichsvertretung that the teachers will help with all their strength 
to prepare the ground for a beneficial activity by the representa- 
tive body of the whole of German Jewry.” 

The Reichsvertretung has also issued an appeal to the Jewish 
public, over the signatures of the President, Rabbi Dr. Leo Baeck, 
and the Chairman of the Executive, Dr. Hirsch, in which it says: 
“ Our Jewish School youth (i.e. in the State schools) have now been 
given an opportunity of having the Sabbath hours to themselves. 
Jewish pupils can obtain release from school attendance on 
Saturdays, on application by their parents or guardians. The work 
done on Saturdays is now arranged according to the State Youth 
Day curriculum and there is no instruction in educational subjects 
on Saturdays for pupils in the fifth to the eighth school year. The 
Reichsvertretung has been in contact with the Communities, and 
efforts are’ being made to shape the Sabbath day for our youth in 
such a way that they will again learn how to keep the Sabbath. 
The groundwork will be laid for spiritual reconstruction, for inner 
upbuilding. A solemn and festive Sabbath will fortify their joy in 
Judaism, and in that way their joy in life. We count upon all 
Jewish parents to take advantage of this opportunity.” 

There are apparently still quite a number of Jews who find it 
necesssary to demonstrate their Germanism by letting their 
children go through all the humiliation involved by lessons on such 
subjects as * The Jews a&Instigators of Murder,’ ~ Expansion of 
Jewry in Germany,’ “Jews of the November Revolution,’ 
ete. The lectures are usually accompanied by the reading of the 
STUERMER and similar literature. One can easily imagine the 
feelings of the afflicted Jewish children, but the state of mind of 
their parents is a problem that is not so easy to solve. 

So little notice have they taken of the Reichsvertretung's 
appeal that afresh one has had to be issued stressing the import 
ance of Sabbath observance by the young in the rebuilding of the 
Community: The Reich Committee of the Jewish Youth Organisa. 
tions bas also issued a call to the Youth, signed by the President, 
Dr. Friedrich Brodnitz, supporting the appeal of the Reichsvertre- 
tung. “All sections ofthe Jewish youth are at one,” says the appeal,

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| The War on Slavery 
| ADDRESS BY LADY SIMON 


On Sunday last at the Vestry Room of the New West End Synagogue, 
St. Petersburgh Place, Bayswater Road. W.. Lady Simon, D.B.E., addressed 
the West End Jewish Literary Society on “Slaves and Slavery in the 
World To-day.” The President of the Society, Mrs. G. 8. Joseph, 
presided, 

The lecturer said that slavery, far from being extinguished, was still 
rampant in some countries, These included Arabia, Abyssinia, China and, 
until quite recently, Nepal in India, and Sierra Leone. Abyssinia was the 
only Christian country in which this dreadful traffic existed. There were 
actually more slaves in the world to-day than were liberated by the British 
Goverment in 1838. She described the appalling conditions m which 
these poor people were ¢ ompelled to exist, and asked for support for the 


Anti-Slavery Society which was working to put an end to the trade in 
human beings.

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THE ENCYCLOPEDIA OF JEWISH KNOWLEDGE 


Edited by Jacob de Haas. (New York, Behrman’s Jew'sh Book 
House ; London, W. & G. Foyle, Ltd. {£1 5s. net.) 


This well-produced and strongly-bound volume contains, the 
publishers assure us, 100,000 facts. The precision of the computa- 
tion may perhaps be open to question; but there can be no doubt 
that it is an amazing storehouse of Jewish knowledge, concisely 
stated and easily traced. Those whose purses or book-shelves are 
inadequate for The Jewish Encyclopedia” will find this a handy 
and inexpensive substitute; while even the lucky few who possess 
that voluminous compilation will find this work invaluable, 
not only for ready reference but also for information about 
contemporary figures and events. The articles on Agriculture, 
Palestine, United States, Joint Distribution Committee and 
many other topics, contain up-to-date details not easily acces- 
sible in any other source. There are biographical notes, too, on 
eontemporary figures such as Erich Mendelssohn, Pinchas Ruthen- 
berg, R. D. Blamenfeld, Charhe Chaplin (') and a host of others 
about whom it is extremely difficult to obtain reliable information 
without going to an enormous amount of trouble. Upwards ofa 
column is devoted to a really informative article on L. J. Greenberg, 
late Editor of THe JewisnH CHRONICLE. On the other hand, there 
are numerous inexplicable omissions—-for example, Professor 
Samuel Alexander, who is indubitably one of the most eminent 
Jews in the world to-day. 

Among the longer articles, one of the most original and most 
suggestive is that on “Original Jewish Contributions to Civilisa- 
tion.’ though this is marred, not only by exaggeration but also 
by the inclusion of such absurdities as the name of the first Jew 
permitted to practise law in Hungary! One sincerely hopes that 
this does not represent the. sum total of the Jew’'s contribution to 
jurisprudence. A similar lack of proportion is shown in many of 
the entries which deal with specifically American affairs, as well as 
in those articles which mention erery graduate of the various 

American Jewish Theological Seminaries, the location of cvery 
branch of the Young Mens Hebrew Association. and the names of 
the original and present executive committees of the Jewish 
Memorial Council. Surely this is carrying pride in detail a little 
too far! 

The main requisite of an Encyclopedia is, of course, a punctt- 
lious accuracy. Unfortunately, from this point of view (though 
perhaps fiom this point of view only!, the present production leaves 
much to be desived. The date of the death of the late Lucien Wolf 
is left blank (surely, if is eastly enough ascertainable). We are 
informed, moreover, that his largest historical. interest was in 
Cromwell's Jewish intelligencers ‘on-which he published a single 
paper), and that he wro‘e a comprehensive study of the Rothschild 
family (which has remained unknown to bibliographers on 
this side of the Atlantic). Under the heading “London,” we 
learn that “in the Tower of London are exhibited instru 
ments used in torturing the Jews’; that Cromwell granted 
the lease of the first Sefardic cemetery: and that the 
Board of Deputies was organised in 1754 in consequence of riots 
which followed upon the Jewish Naturalisation Act. The Com- 
munity of Gibraltar apparent!y owed its growth to fugitive 
Marranos and exiles from Tunis, Russia and Poland, who arrived 
in the nineteenth century. Mr. Llarry Sacher is described as 
proprietor of the Soncino Press, and the late Sir Hermann Gollancz 
as a Doctor of Medicine. Sir Adolph Tuck is called Alfred, Dr. 
Biichler is endowed with the name, as well as the wisdom, of 
Solomon, Professor Yahuda becomes Yahud, and Antonio da Verona 
made to come from a bypothetical spot named Verno. ... . The 
instances cited, quite haphazard, all deal with Anglo-Jewish 
matters: but it would be easy enough to extend the list almost 
indefinitely (subject, of course, to the limitation of the 100,000 
facts).. A little more care, in short, would have made this admir- 
able and useful work into a magnificent and indispensable one. 
It is an enormous pity. 


Notes on Books and Authors 
The most trenchant indictment of Nazi Germany that has appeared 
since Mr. Edgar Mowrer’s book is undoubtedly GERMANY UNMASKED, 
by Robert Dell (Martin Hopkinson, Ltd., 5s. net). It is a critical 
examination of the causes that have led to Hitlerism and of its effects 
in every sphere of German life and activity. Mr. Dell is unsparing in 
his denunciation of the barbarism and the stupidity that have been 
made to triumph as a result of the establishment of the Nazi regime: and 
his castigation is all the more remarkable because, before Hitler arose, 
Mr. Dell was a most ardent defender of Germany. He pays particular 
attention to the part played by the Jews in the national life of Germany, 
and declares that the eminent positions that they achieved in the fields of 
literature, science, art and the theatre afforded a convincing proof of the 
tellectual mediocrity of the German people in general. He remarks 
hat ten years ago the theatres in Gerinany were the most interesting in 
Europe, whereas now, in consequence of the expulsion of the Jews 
from the dramatic world, they are beneath contempt. He rightly 
points out the significance of the warfare that has been waged 
by the Nazi Govérnment against the participation of the Jews in any 
form of cultural activity whilst, on the other hand, the Jews have been 
less interfered with in the commercial world and left practically 
untouched in the banking world. Mr. Dell's statements on the treatment 
of the Jews in the commercial and financial domain require a certain 
modification, for Jews have been ousted from practically any leading 
position they previously held. But he is right in emphasising that the 
Nazis have shown much more hostility and jealousy in regard to the

‘ue sixth distinetion was the bearing of specifically Jewish 
Naiues. ‘Time was when Jews favoured two names, the one general, 
the other Hebrew; as for example, Kleodemos-Malik, Alkimos- 
Yoyakim, Jason-Joshua, Nikodemos-Malchos. But the Talmudic 
Rabbis favoured only Jewish—which meant Biblical—names ; and 
one of them, intent to stress the importance of Jewish names for 
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Jewish people, suggested that one of the reasons why the Israelites 
were redeemed from Egypt was that they clung to their old Jewish 
names. Nevertheless for many centuries and in many lands Jews 
continued to join to their Hebrew names equivalent, or second, 
names current in the country in which they lived, ¢.g., in Italy, 
Judah-Leo, Chaim-Vita, Isaac-Gaio. But at any rate the Jewish 
hames were there. 

Seventh in order may be placed the separate jurisdiction 
enjoyed by Jews. The laws allowed them their own courts, a right 
or privilege which they possessed as far back as the days of Julius 
Cesar, who expressly continued it. The privilege was also 
recognised in the Code of Justinian and was continued in the 
national states into which the Roman Empire was later broken up, 
In North Africa Jews enjoyed their own jurisdiction until quite 
recently, 

Connected with jurisdiction was the special Jewish oath, the 
formula of which may be traced to Talmudic sources. Jews were 
expected to take this special oath in a court of law, from the time 
of Charlemagne to the middle of the eighteenth century, say, 
roughly, a period of one thousand years. 

Lastly, there was the prohibition to marry with non-Jews, 4 
prohibition which received official sanction in the time of Ezra and 
which has continued down to modern times. 

These nine restrictions contributed to maintain Jewish 
separateness; they were like so many bands which tightly held 
the Jewish body together, some might even say as the bands round 
amummy. Indeed, there may be thinkers who would, perhaps’ 
assert that these bands actually tended to mummify Jewish life and 
the Jewish religion. Yet it should be borne in mind that many 
of these specific rules or modes were not essentially Jewish. 
In Moslem countries Christians were also. required to wear a special 
garb. In. the eighteenth century none but Moslems might wear 
yellow slippors. But even in Christian countries there were 
fashions in clothes for special groups. Recall the sober dress 
of the Quakers, or the particular fashion cultivated by the 
Waldenses in Piedmont. Recall, too, the special dress of clerics, 
of members of a university, of nurses, of soldiers and sailors and, in 
our own time, the parti-coloured shirts of political significance. As 
in the case of Jewish clothes, the purpose in all these instances was 
to segregate a social group. 

The same may be said of the fact that those who.profess the 
same religion tend to congregate together. If there were “ Juderias "’ 


in Christian Spain, there were also “ Morerias.” It is asserted that 


in Dublin and Montreal, not so long ago, Catholics and Protestants 
lived in separate quarters of the city. As for separate feeding, there 
are still sects in India who will not eat together with Europeans. 
In having their own calendar the Jews were not unique. Protestants, 
for instance, required a long time to take kindly to the “ Papish,” 
i.c., Gregorian, Calendar. 

So in many of the restrictions: what at first sight may appear 
specially Jewish was really of more general application. Be-that as 
it may, the bands did bind the Jewish body corporate together. 
Possibly they were restrictive. The tight bands hindered develop. 
ment. In.any event, the emancipation of the Jews. removed many 
of the bands. In Western Europe there is no longer a specific 
Jewish costume. Even the practice of covering the head has almost 
disappeared, except in the Synagogue. Only occasionally will you 
see a skull cap at an ordinary gathering. As for the dietary laws, 
is. it not apparent that their hold on Jewsis visibly loosening? We 
do indeed retain the Jewish calendar on official occasions. Buf 
Jewish names have given place to general names; Jewish juris- 
dictions and oaths have disappeared—many will add fortunately ; 
while marriage “ out of the faith,” as it is called, has lost its Social 
terrors and is spreading to all classes in Jewry. 

Restrictive bands were necessary in the past to retain Jewish 
separateness because Jews had no land of their own, No one will 
deny the effectiveness of the restrictions. But some to-day are 
asking whether this separateness is really a good thing. Others 
point to Palestine and argue that since Jews now may live in a 
Jewish land, the old restrictions are no longer necessary. Yes 
others, not seeing the wood for the trees, plead for the restrictions, 
which in their eyes have taken on a mystic importance merely 
by reason of their antiquity. All these opinions reach down to 
fundamentals. But the first requisite is to obtain a clear idea of 
the predominant restrictive bands, and this was the primary 
purpose of this letter,

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The Chief Rabbi speaking at the Mass Meeting at the Shoreditch Town Hall 
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Many Criticisms but Few Practical Suggestions 


THE TEACHERS CONFER 


A great send off was given to " Hebrew Week” by the Hebrew 
Teachers’ Conference, which was held on Saturday evening in the 
Ben Uri Art Gallery, Woburn House (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE 
representative). It was a most encouraging beginning to the big 
drive made by the promoters to further the cause of Hebrew and 
Hebrew culture in this country, the hall being packed to the utmost 
of its seating (and standing) capacity. Dayan Dr. FELDMAN presided 
and Dr. and Mrs. M. Epstein acted as host and hostess at a reception 
to the teachers. 

Dr. EPSTEIN, part of whose speech was delivered in Hebrew, said in 
the name of “Hebrew Week” he bade them all welcome to a historic 
occasion. He ventured to think that, in the whole course of Jewish 
history, there had never been a gathering of the kind that they were 
holding that evening. He expressed the hope that the result of “ Hebrew 
Week” would be the realisation among a large number of Jewish parents 
that it would be an excellent thing to have.their children brought up 
bi-lingually 
and Hebrew not only for its spiritual message, but also because it 
represented an expression of the unity of the House of Israel. 

Dayan Dr. FELDMAN said that the parpose of “ Hebrew Week” was to 
affirm a love for the Hebrew language and, of course, Hebrew literature. to 
create an interest in its revival and to present, as far as one could, tn the 
scant space of seven days, some estimate of its cultural value and spiritual 
potentialities. It was calculated to encourage the spread of their mother 
tongne and, through such knowledge, to give greater vividness, concrete- 
ness, actuality and imaginative stimulus to Jewish education to their 
schools and classes. But its highest and most comprehensive purpose was 
to utilise the new enthusiasm for the study and knowledge of the Hebrew 
language as a means to strengthen and rehabilitate those religious associ- 
ations, traditional memories and historic Jewish values which the Hebrew 
language first uttered and which nowadays it wished to re-affirm anew. 

After Dr. 8. Rawidowicz had delivered an address of welcome on 
behalf of the Executive Committee of the Hebrew Week, Mr. HERBERT 
ADLER, Director of Jewish Ednueation in this country, read a Paper on 
“Direct Method and ‘Translation. Can There be an Admixture?” What- 
ever system was adopted, he said, he was sure of this: that it could not 
succeed unless on the one hand the teacher, dealing as he was with 
English-born children, could, whenever there was noed. appeal to their 
intelligence through the vernacular-which, after all, was the language in 
which they thought —and unless, on the other hand, he was sufficiently at 
home in Hebrew to be able to trust himself without apprehension outside 
the four corners of the book in front of him. 

Dealing with the subject of “The Hebrew Teacher as a Communal 
Worker,” the Rev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM, after welcoming the Conference on 
behalf of the English Zionist Federation, said he could not agree with 
Mr. Adler. Not only the Bible and the Prayer Book but even difficult 
parts of the Talmud could be explained to children in Hebrew. Evervy- 
thing, of course, depended upon the teacher and upon the time available 
to the children. He urged that the time had come when the Hebrew 
Teacher should begin to realise that just as it was his duty to instill a 
thorough Hebrew education into the children and to teach them everv- 
thing that a Jewish child should know, so it was his duty to take part in 
educating the Jewish people to foster the Hebrew spirit into every 
Institution. ~ 6." declared Mr. Goldbloom, “the Hebrew Teacher will

A Call for Creative Effort

He felt that the 
British Trade Union Movement could play one ef the most important 
parts In causing Germany to change its policy. The boycott was the only 
weapon they had, short of asking this country and France to take armed 
action against the infamous Hitler. It was wrong and improper in his 
opinion to act in néighbourly: concord with people whose moral conduct 
Was so indecent. He hoped as a result of their conference that not only 
among the people of this country but among the people in Europe, there 
would be no talk of various sects; whether they were Jews or Gentiles, 
whether they were yellow men or black men or whatever colour, they at 
least should be united against this terrible, wicked action of Germany 
to-day. “I promise you this,” said Mr. Wall in conclusion, “so far as the 
London Trades Council is concerned, so far as I am concerned, anything 
that you ask us to do to advance the canse of freedom, whether it is in 
this country or in Germany or to join with you in resisting those who 


desire to interfere with freedom, you will always have that help willingly 
and gladly.” 


FIGHTING FOR THE GERMAN PEOPLE 
Mr. Walter Citrine’s Call for Unity 


Mr. UNTERMEYER presided over Monday afternoon's session of the 
Conference, which was held in the Adolph Tuck Hall of the Communal 
Centre, and was attended by representatives of nearly fifty organisations 
from twelve countries of Europe, America and South Africa. The resolution 
alopted on Sunday was endorsed, 

Mr. WALTER CITRINE, President of the International Federation of 
Trade Untons, said that the boycott was a movement on behalf of the 
people of Germany and on behalf of civilisation itself. So long 
as Hitlerismm remained, so long as the ‘conception of dictatorship for 
which it stood, remained, so long would the security of the 
workd be menaced, It was necessary that the movement be a 
non-sectarian one because the conscience of the whole world and not

‘merely of one section had been outraged. He was convinced by recent 


happenings in Germany that the boycott movement was responsible 
for profound changes of policy that were taking place in the German 
Government. They knew fromthe recent statement of Dr. Schacht, head 
of the Reichsbank, that no factor had contributed more to the breakdown 
of the economic life of the country than the boycott, 
these people was to hit them on the pocket. “Tighten the boycott!” 
appealed Mr. Citrine. “Strengthen the boycott, for if Hitler is allowed to 
succeed in Germany, then good-bye to all that civilisation stands for—in 
every land you will find elements ready to arrogate to themselves the 
power to govern the people. We who believe in the democratic institr- 
tions of Great Britain and are proud of them must fight 
Germany and in all countries.” 

The Rev. Dr. PAUL TEISSONIERE, a prominent Belgian Unitarian 
leader, delivered a dissertation on the National Idolatry of Hitlerist 
Germany in which he analysed the psychology of Hitlerism. The world, 
he said, must not—it could not—tolerate Hitler's brutality and his substi- 
tution of a pagan religion for Christianity. 

Dr. PAUL HUTCHINSON, Chicago, editor of one of the most influential 
American Religious publications, the Protestant CHRISTIAN CENTURY, said 
that on the Board of the Chicago Committee for the Defence of Human 
Rights Against Nazism, which he represented, they had more non-Jews 
than Jews. They had held 250 meetings at one of which 15,000 people 
had registered their protest against Hitlerism and their adherence to the 
boycott movement,

Women and the Boycott 

Mrs. MARK HARRIS, Chairman of the Women’s Division of the 
American Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League, said that the Division was 
organised—in June, 1933—a month after the founding of the League 
because it was soon realised that the women could bring about a greater 
sales-resistance to German goods, And they did. Almost every large 
store in the country, although unwilling to listen to their requests at 
first, finally agreed to co-operate with them in refusing to deal in German 
goods because of the sales pressure brought against these stores. 
The Committee approached every national organisation, Jewish and 
non-Jewish, in recruiting supporters, and federations of womcn’s 
clubs comprising many hundred affiliated groups. Committees had 
been organised in every district of each city. A youth division 
took questionnaires round to the shops and when some sh ps 
would not co-operate the news of their refusal travelled round the 
neighbourhood and they soon returned a satisfactorily answered questior- 
naire. And the Committees saw to it that these shops kept to the boycott. 
Yet, though the German export trade had fallen to a very great extent, 
they must put still greater economic pressure on the Nazis. The position 
of women the world over, they should remember, was endangered by the 
degradation of the German woman being allowed tocontinue. The women 
of all nations must protest by means of the boycott against the decision of 
the Nazis that woman was nothing more than a breedit g machine—to 
give Germany an army to carry out its militaristic aims. 

The Hon. JAMES BEAMISH, formerly Secretary of State for Penn- 
sylvania, explained the steps he had taken in that capacity to combat 
Nazism. He had drawn up a Deelaration of Tolerance which was 


‘written into the records of the State as a protest against Nazism in all its 


forms, and was signed by men and women of all creeds. Mr. Beamish 
urged the creation of a group to be known as Anti-Nazi Action which 
shoulde include Colleges, Labour Union, industrial and other organisations, 
and a well organised Youth Movement, for the purpose of world-wide

A Charter of Freedom 


The CHAIRMAN moved the following resolution which was seconded 
and, with one dissentient, carried: 

That an International Organisation be now established to be known as 
“The World Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi Council to Champion Human Rights,”’ 
the purposes of which, among others, shal! be vigorously to prosecute and 
enforce economic sanctions against Germany in every country, until either the 
Hitler regime shall have been driven from power by the force of world opinion 
expressed in its economic isolation, or until it shall have :— 

(a) Restored to organised Labour the rights that have been taken awa) and 
the properties that have been confiscated. 

ib) Renounced and abandoned its attempts by State authority and inter- 
ference to destroy the Catholic and Protestant Churches and Religions, to 
discard and repudiate the Old and parts of the New Testament, and to set up 
and substitute in their place a new religion indirect conflict with the principles 
and beliefs of Christianity under the misleading title of ‘‘The German 
Christian Church.” and until it shall by appropriate pledges and decrees have 
fully reinstated freedom of religious belief and worship toall sects, uncontrolled 
by State authority. 

. . (e) Until it shall have repealed all its recent laws and decrees against its 
Jewish citizens and residents, and have ceased its persecution of and discrimina- 
tion against them and its attempts to exterminate them. 

id} Until it shall have restored to the Masonic Lodges the status and 
property of which they have been deprived. : | 

ie) Until womanhood in Germany has been reinstated in the full rights and 
privileges that have resulted from a generation of struggle and of which thes 
have been so ruthlessly deprived by the Hitler regime in Germany. : 

That the Governing Body of the Organisation shal! consist, besides the usual! 
officers, of one representative from the organised local body of each country, 
one from organised Labour and one woman representative in ear h such 
country and that such representatives shall be selected without regard to 
race, creed. colour or religion. 

That the World Body shall immediately devote itself to organising local 
bodies in all the countries in which they are not now organised. 

That a preliminory sum of £30,000 be raised as a fighting fund for the 
purpose of establishing and maintaining the central orvanisation as above 
defined and that such fund be maintained until such time as the aims set forth 
will have been achieved, 

Mr. UNTERMBYER announced, in connection with the last paragraph, 
that two anonymous supporters had already subscribed £2,000 to the fund. 

Two Committees were elected: (a) To consider the organisation and 
extension of the boycott outside existing organisations, and (b) to consider 
women's work in the Boycott. 

Messages were received from Sir Robert Mond, President of the 
Jewish Representative Council and from: bodies in Belgium, Canada, 
Egypt, New York and Haifa. Inthe evening, delegates were the guests of 
Sir Robert Mond (though he was prevented from attending by indisposition) 
at a private reception at the Savoy Hotel. 


Great Mass Meeting

Conservative and Labour Support

Two-thousand-five-haundred people, attending a Mass Meeting at the 
Central Hall, Westminster, on Tuesiay evening, unanimously passed a 
resolution welcoming the establishment on the previous day of the ~ World 
Non-Sectarion Anti-Nazi. Council to Champion Human Rights,” 
pledging their support of the Council in its boycott work. 

Mr. THOMAS LEVY, M.P., who is the Conservative member for 
Elland, presided. He said that that gathering spoke for communities 
of varying religious and political opinions who were joined together for 
mutual protection against a common peril and who claimed freedom 
only to take part in the ordinary lawful civil life of any nation with whom 
they lived. He appealed to his fellow-Jews and others not to let their 
spirits be broken by the difficulties which confronted them, but to 
remember that the oppression of minorities was never due so much to a 
mere lust for cruelty as it was due to some fear of the potential power 
and quality of these minorities. If they took hope from that reflection 
they would never fail to work and hope for the day of emancipation, 

The Rt. Hon. HERBERT MORRISON said he spoke for the British 
National Council of Labour, which was representative of the Trades 
Union Congress and the Labour Party and he had the hononr to be the 
Leader of the London County Council, and in these capacities he extended 
greetings to that gathering and expressed the common purpose they 
all had in resisting tyranny and intolerance wherever they might raise 
their heads. If the German nation, he proceeded, was suffering oppression 
under treaties and war settlements, it was not. lessening but greatly 
aggravating its troubles by its own oppression of the Jewish people within 
its borders. Mr. Morrison scoffed at the German Aryan race theories, and 
said he wondered what Hitler, Goebbels, Goering and Co. would find if 
they went back a few generations ; so far as he was concerned they need 
not go back at all—they were sufficiently disgusting the way they were. 
If these people insisted on putting themselves outside the pale of human 
decency and civilisation, then they could not expect people to have 
economic relationships with them. It was the duty of every British 
citizen who loved liberty to undermine the economic security of the Nazi 
State by proclaiming and observing a boycott—-not because they liked it 

ut because it was the only effective way open to them to make known 
to the tyrannical rulers of the German Reich that they had better 
think again or the world would turn its back upon them. (Loud Cheers). 

Mr. SAMUEL UNTERMEYER said that in spite of the many tricks the 
Germans had resorted to to get their products into America, the boveott 
movement there had reduced German imports by 42 per cent.—and that 
was only a start. The Germans failed to realise what the outraged moral 
revulsion of the world could accomplish. They owed all their misfor- 
tunes to their hopeless moral obtuseness.’ The storm of outraged 
humanity was’sweeping relentlessly over the face of the earth until 
Germany would become the outcast of the nations.

Employment in the Citrus Industry 


PROPORTION OF JEWS AND ARABS 


According to the report from the agency “ Palcor,” a careful 
study has been made by the Jewish Agency of prevailing conditions 
in Jewish agriculture, especially in the citrus industry, in connec 
tion with the labour immigration schedule for the period October- 
April. The inquiry was carried out in September which is one of 
the least intensive months in the citrus industry. 

Data was assembled for 95,809 dunams of Jewish orange planta- 
tions out of the total area of 123.90) dunams (no work was being 
done on 16,0090 dunams on the day of inquiry and 6,590 dunams 
are cultivated by the owners themselves). The total area includes 
55.009 dunams of fruit-bearing groves (a grove bears fruit after its 
sixth year), 69,899 dunams of young groves and 7,300 dunams of land 
which is being prepared for planting. 

On the day of the inquiry, 8,709 hired labourers were working 
in the groves; 4,955 Jews and 3,746 Arabs. The standard of Jewish 
labour is maintained in only eight villages. The larger villages 
employ mixed labour in the following proportion, as on the day of 
inquiry: Petach-Tikvab, 684 Arabs and 251 Jews; Hedera, 590 Atabs 
and 2 Rishon Le Zion, 403 Arabs and 189 Jews; Ness:Ziona, 
389 Arabs and 330 Jews: Rehovoth, 578 Arabs and 530 Jews. 

Many villages which have hitherto employed 100 per cent, 
Jewish labour have now begun to introduce foreign workmen.

This is the largest 
number of Jewish immigrants which has ever entered Palestine in 
one month.

Sefardim and the Communal Rav

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 

Sin,-—-The report of the proceedings at the Manchester Shechita Board 
which appeared in your issue of the 25rd ihst., has created an impression 
that the Sefardi Community supported the resolution for the appointment 
of a communal Rabbi. 

Though it is true that Mr. A. Nahum supported the resolution, he does 
not represent the whole Sefardi Community (as reported in your paper) 
but only a portion of it. The parent congregation of Sefardi Jews was 
represented at the meeting, but its delegates rightly refrained from voting 
as the issue could not affect them. 

The Sefardi Communities in England come within the jurisdiction of 
Rabbi Gaguine, the Ab Beth Din, and it is ulfra vires the Sefardi com- 
munities to participate in a question which affects the appointment of a 
spiritual leader for other communities. 

This is not written in a partisan spirit, but merely to correct the

potitical emancipation had provided no real remedy for the ills 
oom Which the Jew had .been suffering for centuries, it enabled

establish contact with the non-Jewish fellow-citizen and 


‘0 become an important factor in the adyancement of the 
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might happen in Germany or in Poland during the next few )e rs, 
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highe-t form of culture and of the cause of humanity. In nearly 
every country he spoke the language of the people among whom he 
lived, and was able to make his attitude to life known and felt. He 
could also resist his enemies, and refute their attacks on his honour 
with greater dignity and with more telling effect. It was certainly 
less easy to persecute the Jew to-day thau it had been in previous 
centuries. Keen observers were ready to admit that the Nazi rulers 
of Germany had, by their anti-Jewish policy, done as much harm to 
the German people as they had done to the Jewish people. In the 
long run Nazi teaching was bound to be defeated by Jewish 
teaching, and no power on earth could prevent the Jew from making 
his contribution to the cause of civilisation. Jewish children might 

be prevented from entering learned professions and aspiring after 
academic honours, but in modern conditions Jews could not 
be effectively hindered in their search for knowledge and in making 
their contribution to science and art and all branches of learning. ; 
The rise of the Jewish communities in the English-speaking rE 
countries, the growth of a Jewish Palestine, the existence of the : 
League of Nations, the views on anti-Semit'sm expressed by leaders 
of thought and prominent statesmen in the more advanced countries, 
were all important factors in determining the ultimate attitude of 
the civilised world towards the Jew and his future. Whatever i:

it was not likely that the rest of the nations would join in a 
campaign against the Jewish race. In a decade or two, a Jewish 
Palestine would become an even more potent factor in the rehabili- 
tation of the Jewish position. As aspiritual force Judaism had in 
recent years gained strength, and there was everywhere a notice- 
able revival of interest in the essentials of Jewish teaching. 
Hitlerism had given a new impetus to the study of Judaism; and 
Zionism, with the accompanying rise of Hebraism, had caused an 
awakening of the Jewish consciousness among many who might 
otherwise have been entirely lost to the Jewisir people. What was 
necessary, however, was to organise the forces of world Jewry for the 
purposes of Jewish defence and the propagation of Jewish ideals.

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Art Notes 


Jewish Artists in Russia 


The second exhibition of Soviet Graphic Art at the Bloomsbury 
Gallery has been as big a success as the first. As if this little 
gallery was not crowded enough by 461 pictures, there were no 
fewer than 3.000 visitors in the first ten days. Among the eighty-three 
artists represented there are several Jews. Jacob Apter’s woodcuts of 
Pilot Molokoy and Maxim Gorky talking with collective farmers (Nos. 
4 and 5) are full of the character both of their subject and their 
medium, and there is real atmosphere in the water-colour landscapes 
of Leo Bruni (Nos. 23-6). Daniel Daran'’s water-colour drawings of 
circus life (Nos. 48-50) are vastly amusing and his “ Bathing” (No. 51) 
is exceptionally clever. Alexander Mogilevsky's water-colour of rain 
in the Caucasus (No. 251) makes one revise one’s second-hand 
impression of a bleak and barren district. The illustration to 
* Gargantua and Pantagruel” by Leo Mulgaupt (No. 252) has light 
and line well balanced within a pyramidal structure and is an 
excellent example of the proper use of woodcut. Other perfect 
little works in this medium are the illustrations by Michael Poliakov 
(Nos. 318-32). One may perhaps be forgiven for finding a certain 
topicality in No. 326, which is an illustration for MHeines 
“Germany.” It represents a pig holding an olive-branch in one 
hand and a club in the other. The Gouaches of Nisson Shifrin 
(Nos. 368-71), like practically everything in the exhibition, show 
a live interest equally divided between subject matter and 
treatment and ‘‘In the Japanese Theatre” (No. 368) is. a fine 
piece of controlled drama. Sarah Shor's dry-points illustrating 
Dostoieysky’s “The Possessed” (Nos. 378-80), are also intensely 
dramatic, without loss of aesthetic form. Her “ Teaching Illiterates 
in Baku" (No. 377) is one of the best pictures in the show. 
Cleverly composed, and perfectly drawn, it is magnificently coloured 
in red, white and blue. There is a good sense of mass in Aaron 
Soloveichik’s woodcut portraits of Balzac and of Hodler, the Swiss 
artist (Nos. 386-7) and David Sternberg’s dry-point “Street” (No. 
403) expresses poverty aptly by the simplicity of its method and 
from a typically Russian camera-ancie. His Ulustrations for 
Hugo's “ The Year 93" (Nos. 404-9) are intensely dark and dramatic, 
os befits the subject. To conclude, there are the woodcuts of 
Solomon Yudovin Nos. (36-440). The first of these, a portrait of a 
worker on a Jewish collective farm, is remarkable for its combina- 
tion of virility and solid strength. It has been purchased by the 
Contemporary Art Society. 


Barnett Freedman's Exhibition 


The exhibition of paintings and drawings by Barnett Freedman 
at the Zwemmer Gallery enhances the already high opinion one 
held of this artist. Mr. Freedman’s draughtmanship has always 
been good, and one feels that the drawings in this exhibition are 
perhaps more distinguished than the paintings. Clever lighting 


often gives additional point to the clean line and sense of 
mass that are never lacking. , here is plenty of variety, both 
of subject-matter and of treatment. “Purim Party” (No. 19) 
is charmingly amusing. “Granary” (No. 21}, which has been 


purchased for the Carlisle Art Gallery, and “ International Tele- 
phone Cables, G.P.O.” (No. 22) are austere in the directness of 
their statement. The landscapes are definitely romantic. “ Surrey ” 
(No. 27), has a fine sense of distance and the paintings of “ Fingert "’ 
(No. 1) and “Shogmoor”™ (No. 3) among others are typical of Mr. 
Freedman’s very personal ability to secure arich effect by the use 
of low tones.

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Hampstead Synagogue Classes 


PRIZE DISTRIBUTION 

A prize distribution to the pupils of the Hampstead Synagogue Classes 
was held on Sunday in the Synagogue Board Room, Dennington Park 
Road. Sir MEYER SPIELMAN presided and Lady Spielinan distributed the 
awards. 

Mr. G. J. Treper, Chairman of the Classes Committee, referred to 
the rebuilding in the Synagogue Hall where the prize distributions were 
venerally held.

orchestras and of solo violinists also, for it affords ample scope 
for display of virtuosity, and is not lacking in regard to its 
orchestration. A strong Irish flavour pervades the work, and it 
falls short of greatness chiefly because of its comparative weakness 
in thematic interest. It was an excellent idea of somebody to 
suggest Paul Beard, normally the leader of the London Philharmonic 
Orchestra, as the soloist; for the opportunity he was so afforded 
enabled him to reveal outstanding gifts as a solo player. As he is 
also the best orchestral leader we possess, the choice is all the 
more to be praised. During the interval Sir Hamilton Harty 
received the gold medal from the hands of Lord Londonderry, there 
was some speech-making, then we settled down to music again— 
Brahms’ fourth symphony, played a little raggedly but always with 
plenty of vigour and swing. 


Modern Music Sympathetically Played 


A PROMISING COMPOSITION 


Two young Jewish artists, Sarah Benjamin and Frank 
Reitenstein, gave a recital on Monday evening at the Hampstead 
Concert Studio. Sarah Benjamin, who was a prizewinner in the first 
Jewish Chronicle Music Festival, sang groups of Italian and German 
songs, and a group of petites choses, set to music by Marion Barclay, 
was given a first performance. Miss Benjamin sang pleasantly 
enough; though some of the songs seemed to strain her capacity 
somewhat.

National Sunday League 


RUBINSTEIN AS SOLO PIANIST 


Rubinstein is a popular performer for the National Sunday 
League's concerts at the Palladium, and he was in his best form at 
his recent concert. The Palladium tis a difficult ball for a pianist, 
and when the Bach-Busoni Toccata in C Major has to be put across, 
considerable power is required from the artist. Rubinstein had all 
the power and the glory too, for he came as near to making a piano 
sound like an organ as is possible. Liszt's B Minor Sonata is a great 
work rather unjustly neglected, for with all its Liszt-ian pianism, it 
is charged with profound feeling and even in regard to its structure 
is well worth study. .Rubinstein gave a version which nicely 
balanced its opposing and conflicting elements.

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Chanucah 


By AUNTIB 
T is beginning to be realised that the 
events celebrated in the Festival of 
Chanucah which we usher in to-morrow 
night were of greater world importance 
than at one time was attributed to them. In 
the light of recent happenings, too, they 
assume additional significance; and _ the 
festival. which is becoming more and more a 
national festival of the Jewish people, is one 
that deserves the heartiest celebration. 
THe MINORITY 
The first consideration to which I would 
draw your attention is that the movement 
which saved Judaism, and incidentally the 
whole cause of religion, was one which sprang 
from a minority. The great bulk of the 
people had meekly acquiesced in the con- 
ditions imposed on Antiochus. 
Various motives and factors operated to 
this end. For one thing there were many 


them by 


who were attracted by the luxury and 
licentiousness associated with the pagan 
cult practised by the Greco-Syrians who 


dominated the country. They had become 
degenerate and fell an easy prey to the evil 
example they saw around them. Then there 
there was the motive of ambition. Those 
regime were 
lured by the promise of preferment and lucra- 


who assented to the foreign 


tive posts in the State service. Another motive 


was fear. Fhose who did not obev were 


threatened with dire pains and penalties. It 
was easy and profitable to be an assimila- 
tionist in those days. 
THE REVOLT 

Those who so lightly adopted the customs 
of the conquerors did not realise the result of 
their action. But there was a small company 
who had a longer vision and greater strength 
of spirit. They saw what all this was leading 
to—the extinction of the faith that had such 
glorious traditions, the destruction of that 
fine mode of life that had hitherto been the 
one bright spot in a world of degeneracy. 
The priest of Modin was the first to gather 
round him and his family of sturdy sons a 
company of kindred spirits and raise the 
standard of revolt. It is unnecessary for me 
to recount the story of the success of their 
efforts after many vicissitudes against forces 
numerically far their superior. But what 
contributed most to their victory was the 
fact that their cause was a spiritual one, and 
a spiritual cause will in the long run always 
triumph over one that has a _ purely 
materialistic basis. 

THE DOWNFALL OF PAGANISM 

The Maccabean victory meant a severe 
blow to paganism from which it never really 
recovered. In these days when the forces of 
darkness are endeavouring to revive pagan 
cults that were thought to have passed into 
the limbo of forgotten things, we may take 
comfort from the reflection that all those 
centuries ago a little band of heroes. ill. 
quipped, with nothing but their faith to 


~ sustain them, triumphed over mighty hosts 


that had all the resources of a great empire 
behind them. The same will happen to-day, 
even though the victory may be won in 
different ways. The great lesson of Chanucah 
is that we must be true—in the words of our 
League motto-—to the best traditions of the 
Jewish people. If we have that loyalty, then 
no foe can vanquish us.
